session of the legislature : provided, that the price proviso. 
paid for said digest shall not exceed eighty cents per 
copy of three hundred pages, and a proportionate 
amount for a greater or less number of pages ; and pro-
vided further, that the secretary of state shall distribute 
the same number of copies of said dig est to each county 
in this state as the law requires that he shall distribute 
of general laws; and the register of deeds of each county 
shall distribute such digest to such town officers and 
others as be is now required by law to distribute the 
general laws. 

SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the state treasury belonging to the general 
fund, a sum sufficient to defray the expenses authorized 
by this act. 

SECTION* 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 64.

AN ACT to dispense with tke drawing and impanneling ofjurors in 
the county of Burnett, in the 11th judicial circuit, at the January 
term of the court in said county. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. There shall be no grand or petit jury No jurors to be 
drawn, summoned or impanneled for the January term durrywrtie  for.  Jan-

-of the circuit court in the county of Burnett : provided, 
the judge of said circuit may, in his discretion, by an 
order in writing, to be filed in the circuit court clerk's 
office of the said county of Burnett, at least twenty 
days before the commencement of said term, direct the 
drawing and summoning of a grand and petit jury for 
such term, and thereupon a grand and petit jury shall 
be drawn, summoned and impannelled accordingly, as 
provided by law in other cases. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
